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FOREWORD 


With the kind co-operation and scholarly advice of my esteemed colleague 
Dr. C. Kunhan Raja, a scheme for the preparation and publication of a 
complete set of the Descriptive Catalogues of Sanskrit MSS. in the Adyar 
Library was drawn up in 1937. According to the scheme there are to be 12 
volumes of the Descriptive Catalogue. Of these, Vol. I dealing with the Vedic 
MSS. was entrusted to Sri K. Madhavakrishna Sarma. The work started in 
1939 and the volume was printed and published in 1942. Subsequently in 
1944, Vol. VI dealing with the MSS. on Grammar, Prosody and Lexicography 
was entrusted to Pandit V. Krishnamacharya and the same was published 
in 1947. Vol. V dealing with the MSS. on Kavya, Nataka and Alamkara 
was entrusted to Sri H. G. Narahari in 1945 and it was recently published. 
Vol. IX which is now issued deals with the MSS. on Mimaihsa and Advaita 
Vedanta. It was entrusted in 1948 to Pandit V. Krishnamacharya for 
preparation. The Plan followed in this volume is more or less the same as 
that adopted in previous volumes. This volume contains the description of 
1360 MSS. in all. Of these, the first 353 MSS. and 1 MS. mentioned in the 
supplement, belong to Mimarhsa and the rest 1006 to Advaita Vedanta. The 
MSS. in other branches of Vedanta namely Vis'istadvaita, Dvaita etc. will be 
dealt with in the next volume No. X which is under preparation. 

Pandit V. Krishnamacharya, an eminent scholar, has examined all 
the manuscripts noticed in this volume, himself. He has given ample infor- 
mation about the works and their authors, besides giving relevant extracts. 
The catalogue is the result of scholarly examination and patient investigation 
of manuscripts. I am deeply indebted to him for the way in which he has 
prepared the Catalogue and seen it through the press. 

The Vasanta Press has spared no pains to finish the printing 
expeditiously and with their usual neatness. I take this opportunity to 
record my appreciation of their work and also my thanks for the beautiful 
way in which the book has been printed and got up.

PREFATORY NOTE 


The volume No. IX of the Catalogue consists of two parts, the first part 
dealing with the Mimamsa MSS. and the second with the Advaita Vedanta 
MSS. The MSS. have been described in the following order: 

1. The Original Sutras. 

2. The Bhasyas thereon. 

3. The Commentaries and sub-commentaries on the Bhasyas. 

4. Miscellaneous Prakarana and minor works arranged in 

alphabetical order. 

5. MSS. discovered lately. (Supplement). 

Perhaps the question may arise as to why this volume of the Cata- 
logue has been chosen to deal with the MSS. on the two different or rather 
seemingly conflicting systems of philosophy Mimamsa and Vedanta. 

According to the view of Advaita Vedantins, the religious rites dealt with in 
the Karmamimamsa, have nothing to do with the Jnanins who are character- 
ized with Naiskarmya. The answer to this question is very simple. The 
volume is so chosen because these two systems are closely allied to each 
other. They are not so much in conflict with each other as they agree 
generally in many respects. The Bhatta systems of Mimamsa and Advaita 
Vedanta agree in accepting the six Pramanas namely Pratyaksa, Anumana, 
Upamana, S'abda, Arthapatti, and Anupalabdhi. And unlike the systems of 
Nyaya and Vais'esika, they both accept the self validity (Svatah pramapya) 
of Knowledge. Many rules found in the system of Mimamsa, have been 
freely applied in interpreting the Upanisadic passages in the system of 
Vedanta. Both the systems have been based on and guided by the Vedic 
authority. This fact has been asserted by the expounders of these systems 
viz. Jaimini and Badarayana in their rules 1-1-2 and 1-1-3 respectively. 
According to the Advaita Vedantins, Naiskarmya is the essential 
character of jBanins only in their final stage and not in the initial stage. 



As soon as the student completed the study of the Vedas under his 
teacher, he naturally became eager to understand the significance of the 
contents of what he studied. As, by that time, he was sufficiently conversant 
with the Vedic language and completed the study of the six Vedangas, he 
began to inquire and discuss gradually the ritualistic and the spiritual 
matters dealt with in the two parts of the Vedas respectively. Now various 
doubts and confusions on intricate matters began to rise in the mind of the 
student. At that juncture several authors came forward to clear the doubts 
and formulated with their divine insight, several rules of interpretation of the 
texts so complicated. Such rules of interpretation are now called the 
Mimamsasutras in general comprising the two parts namely Purva and 
Uttara Mimarhsa sutras. The Purvamimaihsa is further divided into two 
parts namely Karmamimamsa and Devatamimarhsa. Thus the entire 
Mimamsas^stra has become of three kinds— Karmamimaihsa, Devatami- 
mSmsa and Brahmamimams'a. The authors of these three parts are men- 
tioned as Jaimini, Kas'akrtsna and Badarayana respectively. Vide :

According to another version the author of the BevatSmimaihsa was 
Jaimini himself. Vide : 

Of these, the Devatamimainsa which is also called Devatakanda or 
Samkarsakanda is no more with us except for a few quotations from it.' ' 

(Tattvatika 1 — 1 — 1) 

The contents of the four adhyayas of the Devatamimarhsa are mentioned thus : 
(Page 9. NayamayHkhamSlika of Appayadikslta, Kumbakonam edition, 1915), 
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The so-called Samkarsakanda now available in print is not identical with 
Kas'akrtsna’s Samkarsaktn^a. Thus we have with us only the two parts 
of Mimaihsa called Karmamimaihsa and Brahmamimamsa alias Purva- 
mimarhsa and Uttaramimamsa respectively. On a careful scrutiny of these 
parts it is evident that besides Jaimini and Badarayana, there were many 
writers on these subjects. We have reference to the names of Badari, 
Aitis'ayana, K5rsnajini, Atreya, As^marathya, Labukayana, Kamukayana, 
Audulomi and so on. But at present the entire Purvamimariisa literature 
is based _ on Jaimini’s Sutras and the Uttaramimaihsa or Vedanta on 
Badarayana’s sutras ; though the latter is mentioned with the three Prastha- 
nas namely Sutraprasthana, Upanisatprasthana and Gitaprasthana. 

Many centuries after Jaimini and Badarayana, authors like Upavarsa, 
Bhartrmitra, Bhavadasa, Tanka and Guhadeva appeared and wrote com- 
mentaries some on both the parts of Mimaihsa while others on one only. 
But these commentaries are not available now except for a few quotations 
from them. Among the existing commentaries, S'abara’s on the first part and 
S'rl S'amkara’s on the second are the oldest. Scholars estimate the dates of 
these two eminent authors as 57 b.c. and 7 A.d. respectively. The S'abara- 
bhasya was interpreted by Kumarllabhatta and PrabhSkaramis'ra in two 
different ways. Thus from the basic source of S'abarabhSsya sprang the two 
different schools of thought in Purvamimarhsa known as Bhatta and 
Prabhakara. Somehow the views of Bhatta school have become more 
popular and predominent than those of Prabhakara school. It does not mean 
that the Prabhakara school of thought altogether became dead. If S'rl 
S'aihkara mostly followed the views of Bhatta school, S'ri Ramanuja 
adopted some of the Views of Prabhakara school. Moreover there are still 
sonie important works surviving on the Prabhakara school written by S'alika- 
natha, a direct pupil of Prabhakaramis^ra, Bhavanatha and others. 

The next great author on Bhatta school of Mimamsa was Mandana- • 
mis'ra who wrote the Vidhiviveka, Bhavanaviveka and Vibhramaviveka in 
Mimaihsa and Brahmasiddhi and Sphotasiddhi in Vedanta. Mandana- 
mis'ra is traditionally said to have been subsequently converted by S'rl 
S'aihkaracarya to his school of Vedantism and given the name Sures^vara- 
carya. As Sures^varacarya, he wrote the Naiskarmyasiddhi and Varttikas on 
Upanisadbhasyas. But recently some modern scholars have tried to refute 
this traditional accounts on Map^^^na and held the view that Mandana and

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Sures'vara were two distinct personalities. But their identity cannot be 
denied since the tradition about Mandana’s conversion was so strong and 
wide-spread in 1300 A.D. as Sayana-Madhava recorded the same in his 
S'amkaravijaya and S’ri Vedantades'ika endorsed it in his Saihkalpasuryodaya :

As regards the Uttaramimarfasa generally known as Vedanta, S'ri 
S'aihkaracarya was the most illustrious author and expounder of the Advaitic 
view. His Brahmasutrabhasya is the monumental work revealing his exalted 
intellectual power admired in the East and West. He was succeeded by his 
pupils Padmapada and Sures'vara. The former was the author of the 
PaScapadika and the latter of the Varttikas on the Upanisadbhasyas of the 
teacher. From these works sprang the two different schools of thought 
namely the VivaranaprasthSna and the Bhamatiprasthana respectively. Thus 
the Mimamsas'astra grew to a great extent with numerous works in each of 
its branches of which copies are still extant as described in this and next 
numbers of the catalogue. 

My Colleague Pandit K. Ramachandrasarriia rendered valuable 
assistance during the preparation of this Catalogue. It is a pleasure to 
acknowledge my indebtedness to him. 

It is difficult for me to adequately thank Dr. G. Srinivasamurti, 
Hony. Director and Dr. C. Kunhan Raja, Hony. Curator of the Adyar 
Library for their kind permission to prepare the Catalogue and to publish it 
in the Adyar Library Series.

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INTRODUCTION 


This volume of the Descriptive Gatalogue of Sanskrit Manuscripts in the Adyar 
Library, bearing No. IX, deals with the MlmUmsU and Advaita Vedanta. 
There are on the whole 1360 manuscripts noticed in this volume. Of them, 
the first 353 manuscripts relate to MimnihsU and 968 manuscripts relate to 
Vedanta (up to No. 1321). This is followed by a supplement consisting of 
one MS. in MimUmsa and 38 MSS. in Vedanta. 

No apology is needed for combining the MiniamsaznA the Advaita Ve- 
danta into a single volume. The number of MSS. in Mimamsa is too small for a 
single volume, and when the Mimamsa and the entire Vedanta are combined, 
the volume becomes too large for issue in a single part. Thus it has become 
necessary to combine the Mimamsa and Advaita Vedanta into a single 
volume and to put the other Vedanta schools into another. In such a division 
of the works into two volumes, the question may arise whether Mimaihsa 
would not have gone into the volume containing the Visfistadvaita manus- 
cripts in a more fitting manner than with the Advaita manuscripts. The 
only explanation is that there are other considerations besides such a relation 
of matter. What is now generally known as Mimamsa is also known as 
PUrvamimamsa and what is called Vedanta is also called Uttaramimamsa. 
This latter has various aspects, the chief of them being the Advaita, the 
Visfistadvaita and the Dvaita Schools. Among the available texts that form 
the basis for thesethreeschools,thecommentaryofS'ahkaracSrya, which forms 
the basis for the Advaita School, is the oldest, and as such, from a historical 
point of view, the Advaita comes first after the Purvamimaihsa. Further, 
the Vi&i^tadvaita and the Dvaita Schools have various points of mutual 
contacts too, being Vaisr^ava in their doctrine of the Supreme Divinity, and 
they should go together into the same volume. I may also be permitted to 
state in this connection that the opposition between the Karma Path of the 
Mimamsa and the Jnana Path of the Advaita has been over-emphasised. 
There is really no lack of propriety in combining Mimamsa and Advaita into 
a single part. The author in his Prefatory Note has enlarged on the topic. 
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The Mlftmrnsn System has the Sutras of Jaimini in twelve chapters 
as the basic text. This i.s represented by the first two manuscripts. On this 
text there is the commentary by S^abarasvamin, which is represented by three 
manuscripts (3 to 5). Really, these two works together must be taken as the 
basis of the Mimamsct system. On the basis of these two texts, there has 
arisen two Schools of called after the founders of the Schools. 

They are the PrubhuTcara (School of Prabhakara) and the BhaUa (School of 
Kumarila Bhatta). There is known to have been current a third School of 
Murari ; but very little is known about the tenets of this School.* Of the two 
main Schools, the former is also known as the School of the Guru ; and Guru 
is another name applied to Prabhakara. There are various stories about the 
appellation of Guru given to Prabhakara. They have little historical value. 

On the main standpoint the two Schools agree. The world is a 
reality and it is governed by some Moral Laws. These Moral Laws form an 
integral feature of the constitution of the Universe. They were not made by 
any individual, not even by God. The Moral Law, in itself without a 
beginning and an end, operates in this Universe at all times, without a 
beginning and an end. There was no “ first proclamation ” of the Moral 
Law by any messenger of God or by any other Teacher. And this Moral 
Law has not been known in its entirety by any individual. The individuals 
are equal before this Moral Law and they are free also in acting according 
to this Moral Law or in acting against it or in acting in any other way. The 
natural consequence follows their own conduct and there is no “ Power ” 
either to enforce it or to apply a sanction against those who do not obey the 
Law. The world in itself is a “good” world and the individual in himself is 
“ good ”. There is no need to get way from this world for true happiness, for 
the attainment of the “ best condition ”. In this main stand-point the two 
schools completely agree. The difference is more in what I may call the 
psychological aspects, in the reaction of the free individual to the Moral Law. 

If there is the eternal Moral Law, and if the individual is free, why 
should there be any transgression of the Moral Law ? What is it that 
attracts the individual to the Moral Law and that detracts him from it ? 
The answer to this question is different in the two Schools. There are 
various other details too where the two Schools differ.

Kumarila Bhatta the founder of the BhZtUa School has written a com- 
plete commentary on the Bhusya of S'abarasvamin. It is in three parts. The 
first part explains the first Quarter {Pnda) of the first chapter of the original 
text ; this first part is in the form of verses and is hence known as the Sloha- 
vnrtika (commentary in verses). The second part deals with the remaining 
three Quarters of the first chapter and the next two chapters. It is a very 
elaborate commentary and is known as the Tantrav’Urtika (commentary for 
the fundamental principles). The remaining nine chapters (4 to 12) form the 
subject matter of what is called the Tuptikn (the brief commentary). The 
Slokavnrttka is represented by a single manuscript (No. 6) and the Tantra- 
vZtrUka too by a single manuscript (No. 11); there is no manuscript for the 
Tuptiku. Kumarila Bhatta is known to have v/ritten works that go by the 
name of Brhattikn and the MadhyamaUku (the large and the medium com- 
mentaries) ; and there are also some citations available from the Bthattikn. 
But the separate existence of these works as distinct from the three well- 
known works, and their identity are of doubtful authenticity. In so far as the 
'J'uptikci forms the last portion, coming after even the Bthattiku and the 
MadhyamaUku, ±hese may be other names of the Slokavurtika and the 
TantravUrtika ; but the citations from the Bthattiku are not traceable to the 
available text of the Slokavurtika. It is not possible to say anything more 
definite on this point. I have already written something relating to this point 
elsewhere. 

Prabhakara, the founder of the Prubhukara or the Guru School of 
MlmUmsu, has also written two commentaries on the basic texts. One is 
called the Brhati (large) or the Nibandha (No. 32) and the other is called the 
Laghvi (brief) or the Vivarana. Unlike the works of Kumarila Bhatta, these 
two are independent and complete commentaries on the entire portion. ' It is 
believed that the Laghvi was first written and that the Brhati is a later work. 
S'alikanatha has written commentaries on both the works. The commentary 
on the Brhati is called the Tijuvimalupahciku (Nos. 33 to 37) and the com- 
mentary on the Laghvi is called the Dipa^ikhu (No. 38). For the latter, 
only the portion relating to the second half (Chapters 7 to 12) are available. 
It is not possible to get the text of Prabhukara from this commentary in so 
far only the beginnings of the passages from Prabhukara' s work are given by 
the commentator in explaining the work. But in the case of the manuscripts 
of the commentary on the other work of Prabhukara, the Bfhatl, the 
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commentary cites the entire passage before explaining them ; and a separate 
manuscript is available also for portions of the Brhatl, though not in this 
Library. 

The literature available for the Ptahhukara School is very small. Be- 
sides the works of Prabhakara and their commentaries by S'alikanatha, there 
is an explanation of the contents of the text of the MimUmsU called the 
Nayaviveka (Nos. 43 to 48) by Bhavanatha ; and this work is itself com- 
mented on by Varadaraja in his Nayavivehadlpiha, (Nos. 49 to 51) and by 
Ravideva in his Vivekatattva (No. 52). The is a commentary 

on the Sabarabhuqya by Ksirasamudravasin (No. 42) which follows the PrU- 
bhctkara School. The Arthavudndivicura (No. 329) is another vyork of 
Ksirasamudravasin ; the exact name of the work is not known, and as it deals 
with some topics starting with Arthavdda, this name has been provisionally 
given to it. S'alikanatha, the commentator on the works of Prabhakara, has 
written another work on this School, called the Praharanapa^ciku, of which 
there is no copy in the Library ; he has also written a very brief work called 
the Bhasyaparisfista (supplement to he Bhusya) which is represented by 
No. 39. The Amftdbindu is another important work in the Prnhhukara 
School (No. 327) and is by one Indu. The MinmmSUny'Uyako^a is still 
another work (No. 337). The Vukymtharatna with a commentary (No. 341) 
finishes the literature belonging to this system, available in this Library. 
There are a few works like the T antrarahasya by Ramanujacarya, published 
in the Gaekwad Oriental Series from Baroda as No. 24 in 1923, of which 
MS. copies are not found here. 

Coming back to the BhuUa School, the SlokavUrtika of Kumarila 
Bhatta has the following commentaries : The Tutparyatiku of Uraveka 
(No. 7), the Sarkarihu of Jayarois^ra (No. 8) and the Ku^iku of Sucarita 
Mis'ra (Nos. 9 and 10). No other commentary is found in this Library. 
There is a commentary on the TantravUrtika called the Ajitu (No. 
12) by Paritosa Mis'ra, with its commentary, the VijayU (Nos. 13 and 14) by 
Anantanarayana. The Nynyasudhu of Somes'vara (Nos. 15 to 20) is another, 
very important commentary, and it has its alternative name of Rcttiaka. 
The commentary on this commentary by Annambhatta is known as Runa- 
kojjivinl (Nos. 21 and 22). Annambhatta has also written a direct commentary 
on the TantravUrtika called the Subodhini (No. 23). NyUyapnrUyana of 
Gangadhara (Nos. 24 and 25) is another commentary on the TantravWrtika. 
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The other commentaries are not found in the Library. There are two com- 
mentaries on the Tuptikn ; the Tantraratna of Parthasarathi Mis'ra (Nos. 26 
to 29) and the Vurttkuhharana of Vehkates^vara Diksita (Nos. 30 and 31). 

Besides the Bhusya of S'abarasvamin, there are a few other direct 
commentaries on the Sutras of Jaimini, following the Bhutta School. 
(Nos. 154 to 162, 222 to 253). 

The Granthayojarm (No. 40), whose author is not known and the 
MirnmnsTtsutrahhasyavivarana (No, 41) by Govindamrtamuni are two com- 
mentaries on the Bhasya of S'abarasvamin, besides the commentaries by 
Kumarila Bhatta, Prabhakara and Ksirasamudravasin, already noticed 
above. They both belong to the Bhntta School. 

In all the above works except the Nayaviveka, the Sutras are taken 
up individually for explanation. But this sort of treatment does not quite 
fit in with the nature of the subject matter dealt with in the MiniamsU 
Snstra. The MimUihsa S’nstra consists of certain definite topics, called 
Adhikara^s, each consisting of more than one Sutra. The proper way is to 
take all such Sutras, comprising an Adhikarana, as a single unit and explain 
the whole point. There are about one thousand Adhiharartas in the 
Mimnmsu Sutras. An Adhikarana consists of the following five parts : 

1. (Subject matter). 2. (Doubt). 3. Prima facie 

view). 4. (Answer) 5. (final view). 

Most of the important works, especially of the latter days, follow the 
Adhikarana method, rather than the Sutra method, in explaining the work 
of Jaimini. 

Pathasarathi Mis'ra’s Sustradlpiku (Nos. 57 to 87 and No. 1322 in 
the Supplement) is one of the most important works in this field. It has 
been the basis for a large number of commentaries. The Karpuravurtikn 
of Rajacudamani Diksita (Nos. 88 to 90), the Mayukhuvali of the famous 
Appaya Diksita (Nos. 91 to 93), the PrahJm of Vaidyanatha Bhatta (Nos. 94 
and 95), the Nyuyamanjarl of Narayana S'astrin (Nos. 96 and 97), the 
Prabhuvali of Devaraja Diksita (Nos. 98 and 99), the Prahhumandala of 
Yajfianarayana Diksita (Nos. 100 and 101), the Aloka of Kamalakara Bhatta 
(Nos. 102 and 103) the, Prakusla of S'ahkara Bhatta (Nos. 104 and 105) 
and the very famous yiaykuhuvali of Somanatha (Nos. 106 to 133) are the 
commentaries for which manuscripts are available in the Library.

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The J aiminiyanyUyam'Ulu of Madhavacarya (No. 134) is another 
standard work of this class. The S'astramalavrtti of Ananta Bhatta called 
the JyotsnU (Nos. 146 and 147) is also of the same kind. It is in the form 
of a prose commentary on a work called Sustramuln in the form of verses, 
by his father Kamalakara Bhatta. 

The BhuUadlpiku of Khandadeva (Nos. 163 to 189) is the most 
important work of the Adhikara'p.a type among the later MimUmsn works. 
It has three commentaries, the Prabhuvali of S'ambhu Bhatta (Nos. 190 
to 209), the Bhutiacandroddya of Bhaskararaya (Nos. 210 to 212) and the 
Bhuttacintumani of Vafiches'vara Yajvan (No. 213). 

The Bhuttasnra (Nos. 351 to 353) is an interpretation of the various 
Adhikaranas, by Kfsnatatacarya, a very recent author. The Tantravilasa 
(No. 304) deals with some selected Adhikaranas and is by Laksmana 
Pandita; the Arunudhikaranahhahga (No. 303) and the Vasatkamdhi- 
karanabhahga (Nos. 305) are portions of the same work. The Rathaknm- 
dhikaranavicUra of Sathakopacarya (No. 343) deals with the Adhiharana of 
that name where it is considered whether Rathakuras (Carpenters) can study 
the Vedas in so far as they have to perform some sacrifices, and where it is 
concluded that they can study that much of the Veda as is needed for their 
sacrifices. 

Apart from the works directly based on the Sutras, there are a 
large number of works that explain the subject matter of the Mimnihsu in 
the form of original contributions. Among them, the Nyayaratnamnln 
(Nos. 53 to 55) of Parthasarathi Mis'ra is one of the earliest. It deals with 
certain definite topics. The Nayakarafna of Ramanujacarya (No. 56) is a 
commentary on the above work. The Bhnttarahasya of Khandadeva 
(Nos. 214 to 223) is another standard work and deals with the principles of 
S'nhdabodha according to the Mimumsu system. The BJmvanaviveka of 
Mandana Misha (No. 259) deals with the nature of Bhuvann (the volition to 
do what is prescribed), as the name itself implies, and it is commented on 
by NurUyana in his Visamagranthibhedana (No. 260). The commentary 
on this by Umveka is not represented by any manuscript in the Library. 
The NltitattvnvirbJmva of Cidananda (No. 261) is another important work 
which deals with a large number of topics in the MimUmsU-, and its com- 
mentary by Parames'vara (one of the members of the famous PayyiJr House 
in Malabar) is represented by No, 262- There is a commentary on this 
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by Mukundananda. Yati also (No. 263) and still another called Mangalatiku 
(No. 264) by Nllakantha. Nos. 265 to 292 are mainly the works of Appaya 
Diksita and discussions on them. 

The Angatvanirukti (Nos. 294 to 296) is a small work by one 
Murari a very late author, and not identical with an earlier Murari 
(Dramatist or author in Miraaihsa). The' NfcLyapadma (Nos. 297 and 298), 
and the Vidhitrayaparitr'Up.a (No. 302) are all rather small works by Venkata- 
dhvarin, who is the author of the Campu, Vi^vagunUdarsfa. The last of 
them is a criticism on Appaya Diksita’s VidhirasUyana (Nos. 281 to 289). 
The Atide^alaksanavicUra (No. 306) is by Appaya Diksita, a descendent of 
the famous Appaya Diksita. The Mlm'Ums'Uny'nyapraMsfa of Apadeva (Nos. 
309 to 319) is one of the most popular works in the system, very easy, lucid 
and comprehensive. The AgnyUdhey'Udivic'cira (Nos. 322 and 323) is an 
anonymous work dealing with some minor topics in certain sacrifices. The 
ArpanamimUmsU of Babadeva (Nos. 330 and 331), the NityakUwyaviveka of 
Venkatarama (No. 332), the Paltsapa%calianirUpana of Ramanujacarya 
(Nos. 333 and 334) and the Pak^asatkanifUpaiia (Nos. 335 and 336) by his 
son, whose name is not known are small treatises. The last two are in the form 
of a controversy between father and son, dealing with certain passages in the 
Sustradipika. The MlmnimnparibJia^u of Krsnayajvan (Nos. 338 to 340) is 
another small work. The Vudakutuhala of Svarai S'astrin and Bhaskararaya 
(Nos. 344 to 346) is a recent work by the two authors who were co- disciples, 
and the former was also the son of the teacher, N rsimhabharati. Vidhi- 
bhu^atM of Venkatanarayana (No. 347) deals with the three-fold Vidhis. The 
Vidhiviveka (Nos. 349 and 350), is by Narayana S'astrin who is the author of 
the Mlmumsusarvasva (No. 342) and deals with the various kinds of Vidhis 
in the MimUmsn system. 

There are a very few works which do not fit into any of the headings 
quite well, and so I deal with them separately. The Soda&ctdhyUyi 
(No. 148) is a commentary on the 12 chapters of the Mlmums^ and on the 4 
chapters of the Vedunta. It is not in the tradition of S'ankaracarya that the 
entire Minmms'U, both the Purva and the Uttara (including the four chapters 
known as Saihkarsaknnda) is taken as a unit. But this work follows Kumarila 
Bhatta in the MlmUmsU portion and S'ankaracarya in the Vedunta portion. 
There is a commentary on this (No. 149) which is called Keraliya. 
The name of the author either for the original commentary or for the 
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super-commentary, is not known. But from the name Keraliya, it may be 
presumed that both hailed from the Kerala country. The T antranltilaharl of 
Ramanujacarya (No. 249) is a commentary on the MimUmsU Sutras in which 
the BhctMa and the PrUbhakara views are both presented. 

The AruxtUdhiharanasaranvoivarani (No. 328) is a short treatise 
dealing with an Adhikarana of the MimnmsU following the view of Ramanuja- 
carya in his Sri Bhu^ya. This could have gone into the class of works dealing 
with the MimUmsu topics ; but in so far as it follows the views of Ramanuja- 
carya, I have given it separately. In so far as according to the School of 
Ramanujacarya, the MimUmsU and the VedUnta form a single Sustra, this 
presentation is quite in conformity with the MlnmmsU system. 

The Samkarsakunda is taken to be a supplement to the 12 chapters 
of the MimUmsa system. The text of this work has not yet come to light. 
No. 150 and Nos. 151 to 153 represent two commentaries on the work, by 
Devasvamin and by Bhaskararaya respectively. There are some schools of 
thought that take the twenty chapters, including the 12 chapters of the 
MlmUmsU, the 4 chapters of the SamkarsakUnda and the 4 chapters of the 
Vedctnta as a single system. 

The VedUnta system is based on the Sutras of Badarayana in four 
chapters, each chapter being further divided into 4 Quarters {Pudas). The 
Upanisads and the BhagavadgltU also form basic texts for this system ; but 
in so far as they come under different headings in our scheme of Catalogue, 
they do not find a place here. 

The Brahmasutras of Badarayana are represented by manuscripts 
354 to 376, and 1323 and 1324 in the Supplement. These Sutras have been 
interpreted in various ways by the founders of the different schools. S'arh- 
karacarya’s Bhu^a (Nos. 377 to 396 and Nos. 1325 and 1326 in the Supple- 
ment) is the basic text of the Advaita School. S^arnkaracarya’s interpretation 
must be studied in the light of the back- ground of his times. “ The Supreme 
Being has been accepted in ail the Schools of V edunta. The difference is 
on the relation of the Individual and the world outside to this Supreme 
Being, and consequently there is a difference of opinion on the nature of the 
world and of the individuals, in relation to the Supreme Being. There was a 
scheme of the Universe advocated by strong opponents of the Path of the 
Vedas who had given up the Vedic Rites, and such strong currents of 
thought could not be brushed aside as mere heresy. They had to be taken 
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seriously, since their views commanded respect at the hands of influential 
sections of the thinking people of the times. ^ 

First of all, he had to concede, even accept as a cardinal principle, 
that the performance of the Vedic rites is not a necessary qualification for 
being admitted into the councils for discussing the Truth of the Universe. 
Thus, the desire to know the Truth comes when a man is dissatisfied with the 
empirical experiences, whether he had been performing the Vedic rites or not. 
But S'aihkaracarya insisted that in such a discussion, the wisdom contained in 
the Vedas formed an integral part. After postulating the four-fold eligibility,^ 
S'amkaracarya definitely says that the study of the Vedas is a necessary 
preliminary.* He never denounced the Vedic Rites. 

In the world there are the differentiated objects and also the 
experience of such differentiated objects as the subject. The objective world, 
thus, consists of differences in the differents, and there is their experience also 
as the subject. There was a view current that the aggregate of differences in 
this world, which would amount to a “ Void ” (Sunya) is the ultimate Truth, 
that the differents and also their experience are projections of this Truth, and 
that this latter is of the nature of an illusory transformation of the Void 
(which alone is true). S'aihkaracarya accepted the differents as an illusory 
transformation ; but he differed from the current view as to of what it is such 
an illusory transformation, and also as to the nature of the differences and of 
their experience which is the subject. Rather than postulating that the 
ultimate truth is a Void from which there was a transformation in the 
form of apparent positive objects and a further transformation into their 
experiences which too is of a positive nature, it is more reasonable to 
postulate that the Ultimate Truth is of a positive nature from which 
there was a transformation into the differents, and that the differences 
are a natural corollary of the coming into apparent being of the differ- 
ents. An apparent negative aspect arising out of a positive Absolute is 
more reasonable than the apparent positive aspect arising out of a nega- 
tive Absolute. Our reason can comprehend only the illusory nature of 
the world of differentiation. When this illusion vanishes, what is it that 
remains ? Is it the aggregate of differences without the differents and

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their experience as a mere objective reality or is it the pure experience 
without the "^ifferents and their differences as objects ? Here S'amkara- 
carya holds the view that we have a partiality for the positive in prefe- 
rence to the negative and the statements in the Vedas about the positive 
nature of the Absolute cannot and shall not be simply brushed aside. 

The differences among the founders of the Schools of VedUnta 
will be taken up in the Introduction to another volume where the manu- 
scripts relating to the’ other Schools too will be described. Here I simply 
state my conviction that the line dividing the different Schools is very thin, 
indeed. I have already said that “ the Supreme Being ” has been accepted 
in all the Schools. The matter and the individuals are subordinate to 
this “ Supreme Being.” The view that the individuals and matter com- 
prehend the whole Universe does not represent Truth or the knowledge of 
Truth. No Teacher has asserted that he has seen the truth which he is 
correctly communicating to his disciples in normal language. Truth cannot 
be experienced by different teachers as different things ; the difference can 
be only in statements, which, certainly, do not represent the whole of the 
actual Truth. The difference can be not in the nature of Truth in the 
different Schools, but only in the approach to that Truth which the 
Teachers are attempting to point out to the disciples. 

Coming back to the main point, there are two main commentaries 
on the BJmsya of S'aihkaracarya, one attributed to Padmapadacarya accepted 
as a direct disciple of S'amkaracarya himself, and the other by Vacaspati 
Mis'ra. These two commentaries in their turn form the basis for two Sub- 
Schools within the Advaita School itself. The commentary of Padmapada 
is called the Pancap'^dik^ (Nos. 397 to 403) and this has its commentary 
called the Vivarana (Nos. 404 to 409) by Prakas'atman. The School is 
known after this commentary, and is called the Vivarat^a School. The 
Vivataiia has been commented upon by Akhandananda Muni in his 
Tattvadipana (Nos. 410 to 418), by Nrsitfahas'rama in his Bhuvaprakus^ikn 
(Nos. 419 to 422) and by 'Visnubhattopadhyaya in his ^juvivarana (Nos. 423 
and 424). 

The commentary of Vacaspati is known as the Bhnmatl (Nos. 425 
to 435). This work has also many super-commentaries and commentaries of 
them also. The Ved'^fitalcatpataTtc (Nos. 430 to 448) by Amalananda is 
the most important, and this is commented on by Appaya Diksita in his 
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Parimala (Nos. 449 to 453) by Lakshminrsiiiiha in his Ahhoga (No. 454) 
and by Akhandanandasarasvatl in his I^juprahnsfikn (Nos. 455 to 457). 
The Bhuvadipikn of Acyutakrsnanandatirtha (Nos. 458 to 460) and the 
Bhumatltilaka by Allalasuri (No. 461) are other commentaries on the 
Bh^mati. 

The difference between the two Schools within the Advaita School 
relate to certain details like the question whether “ the Supreme Being ” is 
also the locus of “ nescience ”, whether there is, the possibility of “ Release ” 
even when the individual is associated to the body {Jlvanmukti), and so on. 
There have been further differences on minor details among later commenta- 
tors and interpreters of the School. 

Apart from the two main commentaries on the Bhu^a, there are 
some other commentaries too. There is the NyUyanirnaya of Anandajfiana 
(Nos. 462 to 468). The Bhn&yahhuvaprdkn^iku is by Citsukha Muni 
(No. 470) and the Bhusyaratnaprahhu is by Govindanandasarasvatl (Nos. 471 
to 481). This last commentary has been commented upon by Acyutakrsna- 
nandatirtha (Nos. 482 and 483). The AbhivyaMa (No. 484) is another 
commentary on the Ratnaprahhu the name of the commentator is not 
known. The Brahmavidyiaibharaxia of Advaitanandasarasvatl (Nos. 485 to 
490) and the Suhhodhini of S'ivanarayananandatlrtha (No. 491) are other 
commentaries on the Bhnsya. The Prakaturthavivarana (No. 469) recently 
known as by Anubhutisvarupacarya is another commentary on the Bhusya, 
which follows the Vivarana School. 

Besides the BhUsya of S'amkaracarya there are a large number of 
commentaries on the Sutras, described from Nos. 493 to 540. The S'ustra- 
darpanaoi Amalananda (No. 593) and Brahmasutradlpiku of S'amkarananda 
(No. 494) are two brief glosses. The NyUyaraksUmani (Nos. 495 to 501) 
is by the great Appaya Diksica. The SutramuktUvali (No. 502) is by 
Brahmananda Sarasvati, the author of the commentary on the Advaitasiddi. 
The MituhsarU (No. 503 and 504) is by Annambhatta. The Brahmatattva- 
prakn^ikn (Nos. 505 to 513) is by Sadas'ivendra Sarasvati, who has written 
many other works in the Advaita System. The S'urirakamJmS.ms'a.&Ustra- 
sangraha (No. 514) is by Ki’snanubhnti Yati, a Kerala author who lived 
in the time of Rajarajavarman and Ravivarman, very common names in the 
Kerala country, and associated with the name of a poet Vasudeva, another 
author whose identity is difficult to decide. The BrahmJZmftavarsinl (Nos. 
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515 to 523) is mentioned as the work of Dharma Bhatta ; but there are 
other names given as the author in other places, and there has been some 
confusion about the author. The V aiyusikasutropanyusa (Nos. 524 to 526 
and No. 1328 in the Supplement) by Rames'vara Bharati, the BtesyasSm- 
samgraha (No. 527) by Ramabrahmendra Sarasvati, the Uttaramlmamsn- 
safUrthasudhn (No. 528) by Sitarama S'astrin and the PurusUrtha- 
sudhnnidhi (Nos. 529 to 534) by Jnanendra Muni, are other glosses on 
the Sutras. The Candriku (No. 535) and five works whose names are 
not known (Nos. 536 to 540) are commentaries on the Sutras whose 
authorship is not known. Of these, the work described under No. 536 
attributes it in the colophon to the great S'arhkaracarya himself. Another 
work, also called Brahmasutravrtti (No. 1327 in the Supplement) 
is similar to this, but there is no mention of the author ; the work 
is incomplete. The Mudhvamatadhvuntadivukara (No. 998) must be 
accepted as a commentary on the Sutras, criticising the commentary of 
MadhvScarya. There is another criticism of Madhvamata in an independent 
work of Appaya Diksita (Nos. 990 to 997). The S' UrirakanyUyasangraha 
of Prakas'atma Yati (No. 492) follows the Adhikaru'^as and not the separate 
Sutras in the interpretation. 

There are many independent works dealing with the Advaita 
Doctrines, besides those that are direct interpretations of the Sutras. The 
Advaitadipiku (Nos. 549 to 550) by Nrsimhas'rama is commented upon by 
Narayanas'rama in his Vivaraim (Nos. 556 to 564). The Advaitamakaranda 
of Laksmidhara (Nos. 566 to 581) has its commentary the Rasubhivyanjiku 
(Nos. 582 to 589) by Svayaihprakas'a Yati. The Advaifaraksana (No. 590) 
is by Madhusudana Sarasvati, the author of the Advaitasiddhi (Nos. 601 
to 615). This has two commentaries by Brahmananda Sarasvati, the 
Gurucandriku (No. 617) and the Laghucandriku (Nos. 618 to 628). The 
former is a larger and more elaborate work. The latter has been commented 
upon by Vitthales'varopadhyaya (Nos. 629 and 630). There is also an 
anonymous commentary on the Advaitasiddhi (No. 616). The Istasiddhi 
of Vimuktatman (No. 767) has two commentaries, one by JSanottama 
(No. 768) and the other by Anandanubhava (No. 769). The Kaivalyadipiku 
(Nos. 790 and 791) is a metrical work by Krsna, being a Sanskrit adaptation 
of a Tamil work called the Kaivalyanavanitam of Tandavarayasvamin of 
Nannilam, and is in two parts, the Tattvapradlpa in 108 verses and the 
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Sainsfayaccheda in 176 verses. The commentary on this called the Prahha. 
(Nos. 792 and 793) is attributed to the author of the original in the colophon, 
although in the commentary itself, the author of the original is mentioned 
as a certain Kavi. The author of the original and the author of the com- 
mentary salute the same Teacher, Krsnayogin ; in the colophon, both are 
mentioned as disciples of Brahmananda Yati. 

The Khandanakhartdakhadya (No. 796) by the great poet S'ri- 
Harsa, the author of the N aisadhlyacarita is a unique work of great literary 
merits with very powerful thrusts on the opponents, and has the, commen- 
taries called the Khandanaphdkktkuvibhanjana (No. 796) by Anandapurna, 
Khandanamandana (No. 797) by Varadapandita and the Anandavardhana 
(No. 798) by S'arhkara Mis'ra. The T attvakaustuhha (Nos. 809 to 811) is by 
Bhattoji Diksita, the great grammarian who has written the Siddhunfa- 
kaumudl, the Praudhamanoramct, and the Suhdakatistubha in grammar. The 
Taitvacandriku (Nos. 812 and 813) is by Umamahes'vara. The T attvapra- 
dipiku of Citsukha (Nos. 814 to 817) is a very well-known work, and has 
its commentary, the N ayanaprasudinl (No. 818) by PratyaksvarupScarya. 
The Naiskarmyasiddhi of Sures'vara (No. 866) is a standard work and has 
the commentaries, the VidyUsurabhi (No. 867) by Jfianamrtamuni, the 
Vivarafia by Akhilatman (No. 868) and the Bhuvatattvaprahasika by 
Citsukha (No. 869). The Nyayacandrika of Anandapurpa (No. 870) and the 
Nyayaratnadipuvali of Snandanubhava (No. 871) are fairly early works. 

The Pancada&i of Vidyaranya (Nos. 874 to 881) is a metrical work 
and has been commented upon by Ramakrsna (Nos. 882 to 892). The 
Brahmasiddhi of Mandana Mis'ra is one of the earliest works in the field 
of Advaita Vedanta, and is also one of the most important works, and its 
commentary by S'ahkhapani (No. 972) is available in the Library. 

The V edantaparibhasa of Dharmarajadhvarin (Nos. 1173 to 1186) is 
a standard work that is studied by beginners, and it has the commentaries by 
his son, Ramakrsnadhvarin called the Vedantasfikhamani (Nos. 1187 to 
1191) and by Petta Diksita called the Prakasfika (Nos. 1192 and 1193). The 
Samksepa^ariraka by Sarvajfiatman (Nos. 1248 to 1251) is a well-known 
work and it has a commentary called the Tattvabodhini (Nos. 1252 and 1253) 
by Nrsimhas'rama. The Siddhantale^asangraha by the famous Appaya 
Diksita (Nos. 1266 to 1273) is a famous work in which various views in the 
system of the Advaita School are summarised, and its commentary is the 
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Kr^ftMamkura by Acyutahrs'^nandatirtha (Nos. 1274 and 1275). The 
SiddhUntasiddM^jana of Krsnananda Yati (Nos. 1276 and 1277) has a 
commentary called the Ratnatuliku by Bhaskara Diksita (No. 1278). 

The Advaitabhusatia of Bodhendra Yati (No. 565) belongs to the 
Yivaratm School of the Advaita System ; it is also known as the Vivarapa- 
prameyasangrahai which is different from the Vivarap,aprameyasangraha 
of BhSratl Tirtha. The T atlvulokatika called the TattvaprahUsik'S, (No. 840) 
is a commentary by PrajBSnananda on the TattVUloka which is a Prakarana 
work, on the lines of the Prakatnrtha (No. 469). 

Bhaskara is one of the early commentators on the Brahmasutras. 
and his view is known as the Bhedabheda, i.e., difference-cum-non-diflference 
His commentary is described as No. 541. 

There are a large number of minor tracts relating to the Advaita, 
some in metrical form and others in prose ; some deal with certain specific 
points in the Advaita System and others are of a more general nature. There 
are many works attributed to S'amkaracarya. The authenticity of the 
authorship of all such works cannot be established. Some may be, and also 
are accepted as, the works of S'aihkaracarya. The full list can be known from 
the Index of authors at the end. His commentary on the work of his 
disciple is noticed in Nos. 1310 to 1321. His work dealing with the various 
systems too has been noticed in No. 1261. 

After this analysis of the works relating to the Mlmaiksn and the 
Advaita VedUnta systems, I may mention some manuscripts that are of special 
interest. In the PfUbhukara system of Mimaihsu there is the commentary of 
S'alikanatha on the Laghvi of Prabhakara (No. 38) of which no other manus- 
cript is known. The Amrtabindu of Indu (No. 327) and the two works of 
Ksirasamudravasin (Nos. 42 and 329) also deserve special mention. The 
commentaries on the SlokavUrtika by Umveka (No. 7) and by Jayamis'ra 
(No. 8), though already printed, are single manuscripts without a copy else- 
where. The NltiiattvUvirbhava (No. 261) and its commentaries by Parames'- 
vara (No. 262) and by Mukudananda Yati (No. 263) and the MahgalatiM 
on it (No. 264) are also very important. The various commentaries on the 
Sustradipika (from No. 88 up to No. 133), the commentaries on the Tantra- 
vartika by Paritosa Mis'ra (No. 12), by Annambhatta (No. 23) and by 
Gangadhara Mis'ra (Nos. 24 and 25) and the Vartikabharapa on the 'J'tiptiku 
by Vehkates'vara Diksita (Nos. 28 to 31) are also of special interest. The 
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Sustram'cLln of Kamalakara Bhatta, the author of Dharma Sustra has its 
commentary by his son Ananta Bhatta (Nos. 146 and 147) which too deserve 
mention. Works of Rajacu^amani Diksita, (Nos. 154 to 160), Vasudeva Diksita 
(Nos. 244 to 246) etc. have also to be specially noted. The TantrasiddhUnta- 
dipiku (Nos. 161 and 162) of Appaya Diksita (a descendent of the famous 
Appaya Diksita) is another important work. The commentary on the 
Bha.ttadlpiku called the Prabhuvall by S'ambhu Bhatta (Nos. 190 to 209), 
the commentary called the Bhattacandrodaya by Bhaskararaya (No. 210) and 
the commentary called the Bhuitacintumani (No. 213) deserve notice. The 
famous poet Venkatadhvarin has written two works called the Nynyapadma 
(Nos. 297 and 298) and the MimUmsumakaranda (Nos. 299 and 300), which 
are also very rare. 

In the VedUnta section too there are a few manuscripts of which I 
make a special note. The S'nrtrakamimnmsn^strasamgraha (No. 515) is a 
unique work of which no copy seems to be available elsewhere. The com- 
mentary on the Pancap^dikuvivarapa by Nrsirhhas'rama (No. 419), the 
commentary on the Bhnmati by Acyutakrsnanandatirtha (No. 458) and the 
commentary on the Ratnaprahhu by the same (No. 482) are works of great 
importance. The R.jupraku&ikn on ^tBhamaU by Akhapdananda Sarasvatl 
(No. 455) is important both because of the rareness of the work and also 
because of the author and his connections. The AdhikaranamaJhjari by 
Citsukha Muni (No. 634), the Tattvaprahusika by Prajnanananda (No. 840) 
which is a very rare work, the Padurthatattvanirnaya of Anandanubhava 
(No. 926), the Purusnrtharatnnkara of Rahganatha Suri (No. 933) and the 
commentary on the VeduntasUra called the Subodhini by Nrsimha Sarasvatl 
(No. 1208) also deserve special mention. 

Apart from the large number of rare and important works described 
in the Catalogue, there is another point that should attract the attention of 
readers. The institution of Vedic sacrifices had fallen down from their high 
position at a later stage, and along with it the study of the Vedas and of the 
Mimamsn too sufifered neglect. But in South India, the MimnmscL and the 
Vedas held their ground, and it would be found that in later times, the 
development of the MimUmsn was more or less the sole contribution of South 
India. In the VedUnta too. South India continued to contribute a good share. 

Another important thing to be noticed is that among those who had 
contributed to the advancement of the MltnUmsa literature, many, belonged 
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to the School of S'amkaracarya and were ardent followers of that system. 
Many wrote standard works on both the systems too. By continuing the 
performance of the Vedic rituals and at the same time by faithfully following 
the Vedunta system, it cannot be said that they were rebels against the 
founder of the Advaita School ; nor can it be said that they had no definite 
convictions of their own. The only conclusion is that the Advaita Vedanta 
and the Mimumsa developed side by side as companion systems, interpreting 
the Vedas. 

I had difficulties in writing this Introduction, since I am in 
distance, without any book for reference. I had to refer matters to Madras 
occasionally. I take this opportunity to record my obligation for help 
to Dr. K. Kunjunni Raja who was a former student of mine and who is now 
Senior Lecturer in the Sanskrit Department of the Madras University. 
As a student he was doing Hony. work for the Adyar Library, which he 
continues now when he is in Madras as a member of the University. _ I am 
also indebted to Pandit V. Krishnamacharya the author of this Catalogue 
for valuable assistance on various points.

^ collection of the original sutras of the 
Mimamsa philosophy, one of the six well- 
known Dars'anas. The Sutras formulate 
the rules of interpretation of the Vedic 
texts relating to the Karmakanda. But 
the rules laid down here are freely applied 
for the Jnanakanda also. The title 
Mimamsa literally meaning ‘ an investiga- 
tion ' is common to both the parts of the 
philosophy namely the Karmakanda and 
the Jnanakanda of the Vedic text. Hence 
this branch of the Mimamsa is generally 
called Karmamimamsa as distinguished 
from the Brahmamimamsa. Because the 
Karmakanda forms the former part of the 
Vedic text, the relevant Mimamsa also is 
called Purvamimamsa as distinguished 
from the Uttaramimamsa relating to the 
latter part. But in practical usage these 
two parts of the Mimamsa are distinctly 
designated with two different titles — 
Mfmamsa and Vedanta respectively. 


The author Jaimini is traditionally said 
to have been the disciple of Vyasa (the 
famous author of the Mahabharata) 
who is widely known as identical with 
Badarayana, the reputed author of the 
Brahmasutras. However some modern 
critics opine that Vyasa and Badarayana 
were two distinct authors. Jaimini men- 
tions herein the following names of 
authors ; Badari, Aitis'ayana, Karsnajini, 
Atreya, Alekhna, As'marathya, Labu- 
kayana, and Kamukayana. Jaimini is 
also believed to have written four more 
adhyayas called the Devatakanda or the 
Samkarsakanda according to the Vrtti- 
kara-Bodhayana. But according to the 
Tattvaratnakara of Paras'arabhatta, the 
Devatakanda was written by Kas'akrtsna. 
This discrepancy has been ably answered 
by Sri Vedantades'ika in his Adhika- 
ranas|xavali. Though the entire text 
of the Devatakanda is not available 
now, some passages from it are found 
quoted in later works. Devasvamin and 
Bhaskararaya have commented upon 
certain Samkarsakanda; but it seems 
different from the Devatakapda referred 
to above. 
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The work is diveded into 12 adhySyas 
each containing four padas except 3, 6 
and 10 which contain 8 padas each. 
Thus the total number of padas in the 
whole work comes to 60. The total 
number of sutras as mentioned in this 
MS. is 2550, while according to the 
printed editions 2744. The difference 
may be accounted for the method of 
splitting the sutras. The modern scholars 
fix the date of the work before 200 B.C.

The 
second part which is called Tantravarttika 
covers the portion from the second pada 
of the first adhy^a to the end of the 
third adhyaya. The third part which is 
called Tuptika covers the adhyayas four 
to twelve. According to the Sarvadars'a- 
nakaumudi of Madhavasarasvati Kuma- 
rila was the author of two more works 
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namely Brhattika and Madhyamatika both 
being Commentaries on the S'abarabhasya. 
Copies of these two works are not available 
now ; yet quotations from them are 
tracable in later Mlmarhsa works. Ku- 
marila vehemently refutes the tenets of 
Bauddhas and Sphotavadins in the follow- 
ing chapters : Niralambanavada, S'unya- 
vada, Apohavada, Atmavada, and Sphota- 
vada. Kumarila is said to have been the 
preceptor of Mapdanamis'ra the famous 
author of the Brahmasiddhi etc. (700 
A.D.).

This is the famous commentary on 
Bhavanathamis'ra’s Mimamsa-Nayaviveka 
described above. The author Varadaraja 
was the son of Rahgarajadhvarin, grand 
son of Devaraja and great grandson of 
Pranatiirtiharacarya of Kidambi family 
of Atreya gotra. He was the disciple of 
Sudars'ana guru of the same family. He 
mentions himself as wellversed also in 
Vaidya, Jyautisa, Vyakara^a and Prabha- 
karamata. He refers to S'rikara, Prakas^ 
and S'alikanatha. He incidentally states 
that Prabhakara wrote first Vivarana and 
then Nibandhana also called Laghvi and 
Brhati respectively. In giving his geneal- 
ogy the author refers to his native place 
on the bank of a river. The name of the 
river is read variously in different MSS. 
The MS. now under description reads it as 
S'ukapaga. The Travandrum Library MS. 
reads it as S'ugapaga. The Madras Govt. 
Oriental MSS. Library reads as Gahga- 
paga (R 5301). As the names Varadaraja, 
Ranganatha, Devaraja, Pranatartihara, 
etc. are purely South Indian names and 
the place Kancipura is a resident of 
numerous members of Kidambi family, it 


is presumed that the correct reading of the 
name of the river must be Vegapaga as the 
synonymous name of the river Vegavati 
flowing at KaflcTpura. This conjecture 
seems to be sensible in view of the fact 
that Kancipura is seen even now as a resi- 
dence of the members of Kidambi family 
of Itreya gotra and that the names of Pra- 
natartihara, Devaraja, Ranganatha, Vara- 
dar§ja etc. are familiar in the Kidambi 
family of Kancipura. It is also tradition- 
ally known that Sri Vedantades'ika's 
preceptor RamSnujacarya was the son of 
Ranganatha, grandson of Ramanuja and 
great grandson of Pranatartihara of 
Kidambi family of Kancipura and that an 
image of Sri Hayagriva which had been 
worshipped by the members of Kidambi 
family was presented to Sri Vedanta- 
des'ika by his preceptor. Mr. V. A. Rama- 
swami Sastri assignes the author to the 
16th century a.d. in his Introduction to 
the Tattvabindu.

His 
Vrttaratnakaravyakhya MrtasamjivanI 
and Piogalacchandassutravyakhya Bha- 
syaraja give the dates of their composition 
as 1705 and 1737 A.D. respectively.

The 
author Rajacudamanidiksita was the son 
of Ratnakheta S'rinivasadiksita of Satya- 
mahgalam and KamaksL He belonged 
to the Dantidyoti Divapradipa family of 
Viswamitragotra. He also wrote some 
more works among which the following 


may be mentioned : Kavyadarpana, 
Kamalinikalahamsa, Rukminlkalyana. 
Anandaraghava, Yuddhakandacampti, 
S'amkarabhyudaya, Karpuravartika and 
Manidarpana. It is said that the Tantra- 
s'ikhamani was composed at the instance 
of Venkates'varadiksita son of Govinda- 
diksita, the minister the three Nayaka 
kings of Tanjore — S'evappa, Acyutappa 
and Raghunatha (1549 to 1614 a.d.). 
In the beginning of the 7th adhySya he 
gives the date of the composition of this 
work as Saka 1559 corresponding to 
1637 A.D. the year in which Nilakantha- 
diksita is known to have written his Nila- 
kanthavijayacampu. Therefore it is 
clear that our author was a contemporary 
of Nilakanthadiksita. It is also said that 
Vehkates'varadiksita was the son of 
Nagamamba and the author of the 
Sahityasamrajya, S'ulbamimamsa, Kar- 
mantasutravarttika, and Varttikabhara^a.

The Bhattacandrodaya is a commen- 
tary on Khancjadeva’s Bhattadipika which 
is also called Bhattacandrika according 
to this commentary. The commentator 
Bhaskararaya was the son of Konamamba 
and Gambhirarayabharati and the desciple 
of Nrsimhaguru and S'ivadatta. He was 
also called Bhasuranandanatha in his 
Diksa name. He was a prolific writer. 
Among his other works mention may be 
made of his commentary on Kedara- 
bhatta’s Vfttaratnakara and of Pingalac- 
chandassutravyakhya Bhasyaraja. The for- 
mer work was composed in Saka year 1627 
corresponding to 1705 A.D. and the latter 
in 1737 A.D. (See No. 774, Vol. VI of the 
Des. Catalogue of Sanskrit MSS. in the 
Adyar Library, 1947). In the latter work 
he mentions his 2 more works on prosody 
named Chandahkaustubha and Chando- 
bhaskara.

The introductory verses 
and colophon show that he was the 
great-grandson of Vanches'varasudhi 
also called Kuttikavi, (the author of 
Mahisas'ataka, Dhatis'ataka and Asis- 
s'ataka), grandson of Madhava and son of 
Narasimha. He belonged to Vis'varnitra- 
gotra and As'valayanasGtra. He was the 
author of Mahisas'atakavyakhya, Hiranya- 
kesayas'rautasturabhasya, Dattacintamani, 
S'raddhacintamani, Brahmasutrarthacin- 
tamani and Kakatallyavadartha. He was 
a protege of King Sarfoji II (1798 to 
1832 A.B.) of Tanjore, He was a resident of 
the village S'aharajapu rathe modern Tiru- 
vis'anallore near Kumbakonam, Tanjore 
district and belonged to a Karnataka 
family called Hosani. He mentions his 
preceptors — Iswara, S'rlnivSsa, Ahobala, 
and Sambas'iva. In his Hiranyakes'iya- 
s'rautasutrabhasya, he gives the date of 
the work as S'aka 1738 = 1816. Therefore 
he may be fixed to the end of the 18th 
century and the beginning of the 19th 
centary A.D.

The New Catalogus Catalogorum 
prjspared by Dr. V. Raghavan and pub- 
lished by the University of Madras

adopted as the son by Appayadiksita II. 

As regards the date of the author, we 
have the following clear evidences. Nila- 
ka^thadiksita, our author’s brother, wrote 
his Nilakanthavijayacampu in 1637 A.B. 
The king CokkanStha Nayaka under 
whom Cinna Bomma Nayaka was the 
minister, ruled over Madura and Tiruchi- 
rappalli between 1659 and 1682. a.d. 
(Vide page 154 of the History of Nayaks 
of Madura, by Mr. R, Satyanarayana 
Ayyar, M.A., L.T., Madras, 1924), There- 
fore our author must have belonged to 
the second half of the 17th century a.d.

The Pahcapadika is one of the oldest 
commentaries on S'ri S'amkaracarya’s 
Brahmasutrabhasya. As the title 
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Cates the work must have contained the 
commentary for the first 5 padas the 
whole of 1st adhyaya and the first pMa 
of the 2nd adhyaya. But as a matter of 
fact all the MSS. and printed editions of 
the work contain only the portion of 
Catussutri i.e., the first four sutras of the 
1st pada of the 1st adhyaya. However 
the break has been accounted for by 
Madhava in his S'aihkaravijaya by allud- 
ing certain incidents which took place 
between Padmapada, and his preceptor 
S'ri S'amkaracarya. Padmapada is said 
to have been one of the four direct 
disciples of S'ri S'amkaracarya the other 
three being Sures'vara, Totaka and 
Hastamalaka.

As 
Anandagiri is said to have belonged to the 
last part of the 13th Century, our author 
Akhan^anandamuni may be placed in the 
beginning of the 14th Century a.d. as a 
contemporary of Visnubhatta the author 
of another Commentary on PahcapMika- 
vivarana described in the No. 423 of this 
volume.

The Vedantakalpataru called also simp- 
ly Kalpataru, is the famous commentary 
on the Bhamati of Vacaspatimis'ra. The 
commentator Amalananda who was also 
called Vyasas'rama mentions himself as 
the pupil of Anubhavananda and grand- 
pupil of Anandatman. He mentions 
also bis another preceptor by the name 
Sukhaprakas^a. This Sukhaprakasa has 
written a commentary called Bhavadyo- 
tanika on Citsukha’s Tattvapradipika 
(Madras Govt. MSS. Library R. 5203) and 
another one called VivecanI on Anandanu- 
bhava’s Nyayamakaranda(Tanjore Library 
D. 7465). In these two works he mentions 
himself as the disciple of Citsukha (1200 
A.D.) Therefore our author Amalananda 
must have been the grandpupi! of Citsukha 
also as well as of Anandatman, We know 
that Anandatman had another pupil called 
S'amkarananda, the preceptor of Vidya- 
ranya (1350 A.D.) Amalananda states that 
the Kalpataru was written at the time of the 
Kings Krsna and his brother Mahadeva of 
Devagiri. The late Pandit Tailinga Rama- 
S'astrin has fixed the date of Amalananda 
as 1247 A.D. in his introduction to 
the Vedantakalpataru, published in the 
Vijayanagaram Sanskrit Series. In com- 
menting this Kalpataru, Appayadiksita 
states in his Parimala that the w^ork Kalpa- 
taru was written at Nasik on the bank of 
Godavari (p. 147 of the Parimala, Vijaya- 
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nagaram Sanskrit Series). Our Author’s 
preceptor Anubhavananda should not be 
confounded with another Anubhavananda, 
the commentator on Nrsimhas'rama s 
Advaitaratnakosa (Tanjore Library D. 
7502) and Parthasarathimis'ra’s S'astra- 
dipika (No. 100 of this volume) and the 
pupil of Krsnananda Yati (1650 A.D.). 
Amalananda was also the author of the 
S'astradarpana (Sri Vani Vilas Series, 
Srirangam).

In Mimamsa he is known to 
have written^ the Vidhirasayana, Upakra- 
maparakrama, V adanaksatramala, Ci tra- 
pata and MayukhavalL In Alamkara he 
has written the Citramimamsa, Kuvalaya- 
nanda and Vrttivarttika. In Vedanta he 
has written besides this work (Parimala), 
the Nyayaraksamani, S'ivarkamanidlpika, 
Sivadvaitanirnaya, Caturmatasarasam- 
graha and Siddhantales'asamgraha. He 
has written also many s'totra works. 
He is said to have belonged to the 
village Adaipalam near Kancipuram. 
He was patronised by the famous Kings of 
Vijayanagaram — Krspadevaraya, Rama- 


raya, Cinna Timma, and Venkata I, bet- 
ween 1520 to 1573 A.I>. He mentions in 
this work one Vaikunthacarya as the 
head of the family in w'hich his father 
was born. From this reference some 
scholars presume that Appayadiksita’s 
grandmother came from an orthodox S'rl 
Vaisnava family of Vaikunthacarya. But 
this conjecture seems to be unfounded 
because the name Vaikunthacarya need 
not be necessarily a name of S'ri Vaisnava 
alone. Moreover Appayadisita’s father 
Rahgarajadhvarin is mentioned to have 
born in the family of Vaikunthacarya. 
This w^ould naturally mean that Vai- 
kuntharya was his father’s ancestor 
in paternal side and not in maternal 
side.

This is a rare commentary on Vacas* 
patimis’ra’s Bhamatl by Akhandananda- 
sarasvatl, pupil of Svayamprakas'ananda- 
sarasvatl. The commentary is called Rju- 
prakas'ika. The author in his pre-Sarhnyasa 
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life was called Raoganatha and was the 
son of Yajiaraba and Kalahastis'ayajvan 
of the Nalagantu family. He was the 
protege of Immidi Jagadekaraya who was 
the brother of Mandabhupati and the son 
of Ahkns'araya the younger* brother of 
Senior Jagadekaraya or Pedda Jagade- 
karaya of Rana family. From the works 
Jambavatiparinaya and the Satyaparinaya 
of Ekamranatha (Madras Government 
O. MSS. Library D. Nos. 11535 and 11816 
respectively) the following genealogy of 
Jagadekaraya is known :

But according to the colophon of this 
work Pedda Jagadekaraya must have had 
a brother called Ahkus'araya whose 
sons were Mandabhupati and Immidi 
Jagadekaraya or Jagadekaraya II the 
patron of our author. In Kannada 
the w’ord Immidi means ‘ the second’. 
According to the sources of Vijayanagar 
History by Dr. S. K. Ayyangar, the King 
Immidi Jagadekaraya must have ruled in 
the 16th and 17th centuries A.D. In his 
Epigraphia Carnatica of Mysore# part I, 
(page 28 of the Introduction) B. Lewis 
Rice states that Jagadekariya was ruling 
Chenoepattana and defeated Muham- 


madans and drove them from Penukoi^da 
in 1577 A.D. He also mentions an in- 
scription on the grant by Pedda Jagadeka- 
raya of Rana family dated 1633 A.D. 
(page 27, Intro.). Therefore our author 
Akhandanandasarasvati must have belong- 
ed to the middle of the 17th century A.D. 
which date corroborates also the date of 
his teacher Svayarhprakasanandasarasvati 
(1630 A.D.). Our author must be different 
from the namesake author of the Pahcapa- 
dikavivaranavyakhya Tattvadipana (Nct 
410 of this volume) who was the pupil of 
Akhapdanubhuti and Anandagiri in the 
latter part of the 13th century A.D. Our 
author is known to have written the„ 
following other w^orks : 1. Advaitaratna- 
kos'aprakasa which is mentioned in this 
work (Page 944 Brahmasutras'aihkara- 
bhasya with commentaries, Vol. I, part II, 
Calcutta Sanskrit Series No. I), 2. Tarka- 
bhasaprakas'a (Madras Govt. O. MSS. 
Library D. 4121). Besides these works, 
the Mysore Library Catalogue mentions 
two more works under the authorship of 
Akhandanandasarasvati namely Tarka- 
bhasatattvaprabodhinivyakhya and Nya- 
yasiddhantadipavyakhya (pages 205 and 
207 of the Vol, 1 printed in 19U0).

Mr. Tripathi says in his 
introduction to the Tarkasamgraha of 
Anandajnana (Gaekwad’s Oriental Series, 
No. 3.) that the author had two 
teachers namely Anubhutisvarupacarya 
and S'uddhananda and identifies this 
AnubhOtisyarupa with the author, of the 
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Sarasvataprakriya, Nyayamakarandatika, 
Mandukyakarikabhasyatika, Nyayadipa- 
valivyakhya and Pramanamalavyakhya. 
Nothing is known about his other teacher 
S'uddhananda who must be different from 
the namesake mentioned by Svayarh- 
prakas'ayati of the 17th century A.D. in his 
Rasabhivyahjika the commentary on the 
Advaitamakaranda. It has been already 
said that Akhandananda, the author of 
the Pahcapadikavivaranavyakhya Tattva- 
dipana was the pupil of Anandagiri (No.

This is a commentary on the Brahma- 
sutrabhasya of S'ri S'amkaracarya. The 
commentary is called Prakatarthavivarana 
or simply Prakatartha. The author’s 
name is not mentioned in the colophons. 
The commentary follows the view’s of 
the Vivarai?aprasthana as against those 
of the Bhamatiprasthana. It criticizes 
the views of one Amrtananda and a 
work Brahmaprakas'ika. This Amrta- 
nanda should not be confounded with 
Amrtanandamuni the commentator on 
Anandabodha’s. Nyayadipavali (Tanjore 
D, No. 7461) w’hereiii he salutes Anan- 
dagiri. This fact suggests that Ananda- 
giri must be earlier to Amrtanandamuni. 
It is also to be noted that Anandagiri 
mentions the w’ork Prakatarthaviva- 
rana in his Mundakopanisadbhasyatika 
(p. 32. Anandas^rama Sanskrit Series 
No. 9). Therefore, it may be presumed 
that these three authors namely Prakata- 
rthakara, Anandagiri, and Amrtananda- 


muni belonged to the same period about 
the 15th century A.D. The work was 
printed and published in the Madras Uni- 
versity Sanskrit Series No. 9, in 1935 
without the author’s name. 

As regards the author’s name attention 
may be drawn to the following fact : Pra- 
jhanananda in his Tattvalokatika quotes a 
passage from the text viz, “ Prakatartha- 
nibandhabdheh ” etc. (P. 16. Tattvalokati- 
ka No. 39. I. 19 of the Adyar Library). 
From this reference it may be presumed 
that the Prakatartha was w’ritten by one 
w’ho preceded Janardana, Anandagiri, 
the author of the text TattvMoka. Now 
w’e have got a note written by Dr. V. 
Raghavan of the Madras University, 
wherein Anubhutisvarupacarya is proved 
as the author of the Prakatarthavivarana 
(pages 352 to 368, Silver Jubilee volume 
of the Annals of the Bhandarkar Oriental 
Research Institute, Poona).

The Bhasyaratnaprabha or simply 
called Ratnaprabha is an extensive com- 
mentary on the BrahmasutrabhSsya of S'ri 
S'amkaracarya. It is written according 
to the view of the Vivaranaprasthana. 
All the available manuscript copies and 
printed editions of the work invariably 
mention in the colophons the author’s 
name as Govindananda. According to 
these Colophons and the verse 4 found in 
the beginning, the author Govindananda 
was the pupil of Gopalasarasvatl and 
grandpupil of S'ivaramarya or S'ivarama- 
nandasarasvatl. The author is known to 
have had the following 3 pupils : 1 Nara- 
yanasarasvati (who wrote his S'ariraka- 
bhasyavarttika in 1592 A.D. (Calcutta 
Sanskrit Series No. I), 2. Raghunatha- 
sarasvati (who was the teacher of Rama- 
candrasarasvati, the author of the Bala- 
bodhinlbhavaprakas'inl, (No. 177 of the 


Notices of Sanskrit MSS. by Rajendra- 
lalamitra, Vol. I) and 3. Ramanandasaras- 
vati (who wrote the Vivaranopanyasa and 
Yogamaniprabha, Nos. 55 and 75^ res- 
pectively of the Benares Sanskrit Series). 
The author must have lived in the middle 
of the 16th century A.D. as one of his pupil 
is known to have written his work in 1592 
A.D. as mentioned above. 

As regards the authorship of this com- 
mentary still there is an utter confusion 
whether the author was Govindananda- 
sarasvatl or his disciple Ramanandasaras- 
vatl. The verse 4 mentioned above is in 
praise of Govindananda and hence it must 
have been written by one of his pupils most 
probably Ramananda who must be the real 
author of the work. T. Aufrecht mentions a 
few MSS. of the Ratnaprabha attributing 
the authorship of Ramananda in his Cata- 
logus Catalogorum. Some MSS. of the 
Ratnaprabha read the remark ^‘Ramanan- 
diyam Sarnpurnam ” after the Colophon. 
The anonymous commentary called Abhi- 
vyakta (No.482 of thisvolume)on thiswork# 
mentions the author of the Ratnaprabha as 
Ramananda. Dr. M, Krishnamachariar 
states in his History of Classical Sanskrit 
Literature (pages 798 and 799) that the 
names Govindananda and Ramananda are 
synonymous. MM. Anantakrishnasastri 
states in his introduction to the S'arira- 
kamimamsabhasyavarttika of Balakrsna- 
nandasarasvati, that the real author of the 
work Ratnaprabha was Ramanandasaras- 
vati, pupil of Govindanandasarasvatl and 
not the latter.

the lotroduction of the Asutosh Sanskrit 
series No. 1, Calcutta, 1941). 

Of these references, verse 4' cannot 
contradict the authorship of Govinda- 
nanda, as it has been the usual practice to 
read in the beginning of the work the 
verse in praise of its author. T. Aufrecht 
himself has reconciled to the contradiction 
suggesting that the work must have had 
some connection with Ramananda who 
might have completed the work by adding 
^me later portion. The remark as 
' Rimanandlyam Sampurnam ’ may also 
be explained in the same way as suggested 
above. The other statements lack in 
strong and convincing proofs. Therefore 
w’e may hold that Govindananda was the 
author till we get more evidences neces- 
sitating a change of this view.

The Istasiddhi is a Prakarana work 
on the principles of the Advaita Vedanta 
in the line of S'ri S'aihkaracarya. 
The work is divided into 8 Adhyayas. 
It is in the form of the text in verse 
and the commentary in prose. The 
author Vimuktatman was the disciple of 
Avyayatman about whom nothing is 
known in detail. The work was born in 
mind and criticised by S'ri Yaraunacarya 
(1150 A.D.) in his Siddhitraya. It was 
also mentioned by Mankhaka (1150 A.D.) 
in his S'rikanthacarita. As the Istasiddhi 
criticises Bhaskara’s view, it must be 
later than Bhaskara (850 a.d.). Ananda- 
bodhayati (1050 a.d.) quoted in his 
Pramanamala, a verse from the work of 
his preceptor. That verse is fouq,^ in 
the 'Istasiddhi. Taking all these facts 
into consideration we may fix the date of 
Vimuktatman as 1000 A.D. The work 
was printed and published in the Gaek- 
ward’s Oriental Series, Baroda, No. ^5 
in the year 1933, together with the 
commentary called Vivarana.

The Siddhantatattva, as the title itself 
indicates, is a Prakararia work elucidat- 
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ing the truth of the principles of Advaita- 
Vedanta. The author was Anantadeva, 
the son of Apadeva I and grandson of 
Ekanatha. He was the pupil of Rama- 
tirtha. The author Anantadeva may be 
identified with Anantadeva I as distingui- 
shed from Anantadeva II the author of 
the Smrtikaustabha written under the 
instance of Baijcandra (1675 a.d.) and 
the son of Apadeva II the famous author 
of the Miiharhsanyayaprakas'a. His other 
work is Manoranjananataka, printed and 
published in the Sarasvatl Bhavana 
Texts Series, No 72, Benares. For further^ 
particulars on the author attention may 
be drawn to the Manuscripts Notes on 
the Adhikaranadars'a of Babadeva by 
Pandit V. Krishnamacharya, published 
in the Adyar Library Bulletin, VoL 
XIV.
